The Veteran Firemen

Fireman's Association who belonged to 
the department in 1843, when Eagle 3, of 
Bangor, was tho guest of Casco No 1, 
of this city,have asked me,a Bangor man, 
and an old "Eagle," what became of the 
engine which astonished them by sup- 
plying two of their engines and hav- 
ing a stream on the fire at tbe same time, 
or, as the old song had It, "She washed 
old 5 and 7 and quenched the fire too " 
/I gave her history up to the time she 
was disposed of by Brewer in exchange 
for a Button steamer. Wishing to further 
trace her I wrote to the American Fire 
Engine Company, successors to L. But- 
ton & Co., who built her in 1846, and re- 
ceived the following reply:
